RECORD SHOWS 
SUSAN ANTHONY 
VOTED IN 1870

BUFFALO, N. Y.; April 18 
(U.P.) The story of a woman 
who voted half a century before 
,ny other woman and was ar­ 

rested for It has been unearthed 
In the old U. S. District Court 
here.

The story was told In a hand­ 
written document marked "Ex­ 
hibit B In the case of the United 
States vs. Susan B. Anthony."

It was part of the transcript 
of the trial of Susan B. Anthony, 
pioneer suffragist, held at Can- 
andaigua, (N.. Y., June 17, 1873. 
Present at the trial was Mlllard 
Flllinore, later President of the 
United States.

Voted Anywuy
Miss Anthony, according to 

the testimony of W. W. James, 
Inspector in a Rochester, N. Y., 
Section district, entered the vot- 
ng booth on election day, 1870.

"She came In," Jones testified, 
"and asked if this was the place 
to register. We said It was, and 
she claimed the right to vote as 

citizen under the Fifteenth 
amendment. She was challenged 
by several persons, but voted 
anyway."

verdict of guilty on the 
charge of "voting without hav- 
ng a lawful right" was directed 

against Miss Anthony by the 
court. She was remanded to Jail 
when she refused to give bail,
